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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-6, 1 1-13, 21, 22, and 24, drawn to a method of detecting a 
polymorphism site, classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

II. Claims 7-10 and 23, drawn to a method of detecting a polymorphism site, 
classified in class 435, subclass 91.2. 

III. Claims 14-20, 25, and 26, drawn to a method of detecting a polymorphism site, 
classified in class 435, subclass 7.1. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Groups 1 and II are distinct and independent inventions in that they are directed to 

methods which comprise different method steps. As a result, different and distinct searches will 
have to be performed. For example, the search required for Group II such as step (2) of claim 7 is 
not required for Group I. 

Groups I and III are distinct and independent inventions in that they are directed to 
methods which comprise different method steps. As a result, different and distinct searches will 
have to be performed. For example, the search required for Group in such as antibodies of claim 
18 is not required for Group I while the search required for Group I such as step (1) of claim 4 is 
not required for Group III. 

Groups II and III are distinct and independent inventions in that they are directed to 
methods which comprise different method steps. As a result, different and distinct searches will 
have to be performed. For example, the search required for Group II such as step (2) of claim 7 is 
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not required for Group III while the search required for Group III such as antibodies of claim 1 8 
is not required for Group II. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
